RECENT DEATHS. 


Mepicau InsPectoR BensaMin F. Grpss, M. D., U. 8. N., 
fleet surgeon of the European Station, died at 5a. m., of 
the 9th of September, in the Civil Hospital at Trieste, Aus- 
tria. Dr. Gibbs joined the Lancaster when she went into 
commission at Portsmouth, N. H., in August of last year, 
and was then in fair health, though subject to violent attacks 
of neuralgia of the head. During the latter part of 
the winter, when the ‘ship was cruising in the Levant, it be- 
came evident that he was losing flesh and strength, and 
upon her arrival at Leghorn he was granted leave. This 
was subsequently extended by three months of sick leave, 
@ portion of which was rpent in Switzerland with his family. 
A physician of Nice who examined him in May, discovered 
traces of albumen in the kidney secretion, and cautioned him 
to be careful. Early in August he rejoined the Lancasier 





at Villefranche, apparently improved and anxious to finish 
his cruise. 


August 24th she sailed for Trieste via Messina, and at the 
latter place he was taken seriously ill, and so continued 
until the ship arrived at ‘Trieste on ‘the afternoon of the 
8th of September, when he was transferred to the hospital 
without delay. The medical authorities there diagnosed the 
case as one of Bright's disease of the kidneys, and announced 
that he was in a dying condition, which occasioned general 
surprise.

The Press says of this preliminary practice: ‘On the 
first day the Texas team was ahead of all others three 
points, and in the contest in the 600 yards on the fol- 
lowing afternoon, she led all others. In the contest at 900 
yards on the following day she beat all other teams eleven 
pots. During the entire contest this team has shown su- 
perior skill at the long range, making an aggregate of 39 
points more at 600 yards than all the other teams, which the 
captain of the team attributes to the superiority of the posi- 
tion taken by them in firing, which is on the back, and seems 
the most firm and easy of any position taken at long ranges 
that we have observed, and is familiarly known among the 
marksmen as “The Texas Grip.” In the skirmish match on 
the 27th, the seore of the Texas was the highest by nine 
points, and she only lost the match by one point, through 
penalties incurred by mistakes in firing. By reference to our 
reports of the contest, it will be observed that Texas made a 
total of 2,706 points in the three days’ contest, while Mis- 
souri made a total of 2,709.

Amonc the ancients shipwrecked persons and vessels were 
seized as lawful prize; but towards the end of the Roman 
empire laws were enacted for the better protection of per- 
sons and property. During the middie ages the custom 
again prevailed, and the practice of selling or killing the 
unfortunates cast ashore by the waves, and destroying the 
ships, continued until 1680 in the north of Europe. Early 
English laws gave wrecks to the king, but, during the reign 
of Henry IIL, goods, if identified, were returned to the 
owners. During the reign of Queen Anne magistrates were 
compelled to summon peopie to assist in saving wrecked per- 
sons ; and the establishment of a coast guard and life saving 
service have been vast strides in aid of humanity on the 
coast of England.

The Fire Department was exercised on Wednesday after- 
noon, Much attention has been paid to organizing this de- 


ent, and its effic'e icy would prove highly serviceable in 
the event of a fire, 

The results of the many practical tests and the many very 
interesting details connected with the making of ropes, as re- 
lated by Superintendent W. H. Webber, of the ropewalk, and 
which were so agreeably listened to by Secretary Chandler, 
when on his visit of inspection, are very interesting. Here 
are a few of the facts: The largest rope ever made here was 
25 inches, used as cables, but now superseded by chains. The 
largest now made is 17 inches. The largest wire rope is 7 
inches, the breaking strain of which is the same as the large 
sized hemp, while much space is economized in storing on 
board ship. A 48{ inch steel wire rope took the place on the 
Richmond of a12inch hemp, and gave more satisfaction. 
As proved by actual experiment, the breaking strain of a 9 
inch hemp is only equal to that of a4 inch wire, which is 
equal to 64 800 pounds. A 6 inch wire is equal to a 14 inch 
hemp. A hemp rope takes up one-third of its strength in 
laying, while a wire rope takes up but about one-twelfth. Tar 
weakens the fibre, but it compensates in its advantages of 
keeping out weather. A 138{ inch tarred rope will stand a 
strain of 3,200 pounds, while a 134 inch untarred rope will 
stand 4,200 pounds.

Hon. Wm. E. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy, Washinq- 
ton, LD. C.: 

Sie: I have the honor to report that there are present in 
this port the following foreign men-of-war: The British 
squadron, consis ing of the Amethyst, Dwarf, Rifleman, aud 
Firefly; the French fligship Pall:s, beariug the fleg of 
Rear-Admiral Barun Gnivete; the Italian frigate V.tior 
Pisani, and the Argentiue gun-boat Parana, 

Ail the usual intercharge of courtesies has taken place, 
and the most cordial relations exist. My relations with the 
authorities on shore are also of the most pleasant character. 

On the 18th inst., H. M. the Emperor visited the Italian 


frigate in order to examine a geological collection they had’ 











on board. On his arrival on board the Itilian frigate the 
one courtesies were not observed, such as firing a salute 
and manniog yards; probably owing to his visit being semi- 
official. Upon his leaving the Italian frigate they manned 
yards and fired a salute of 21 guns. The Brooklyn also 
manned yards immediately, and upon ee her 
paraded the marive guard on the poop, the playiug the 
Brazilian national air, and fired asuluteof 21 guns. The 
Emperor acknowledged the compliment by rising in his 
barge and bowing towards the ship. All the other men-of- 
war in port also manned yards, ; 

Itis with pleasare that I can say that upon all occasions 
where I have met the Emperor or any of the Imperial family 
I have been treated with great cordiality. 

Having ascertained that the Emperor had intimated that 
he would accept an invitation to visit the Brvoklyn, I called 
on him, accompanied by Minister Osborn, and extended the 
invitation to H's Majesty and bis household. 

His Majesty exvressed his desire as well as his family’s to 
accept, aud informed me that as soon as able he would send 
mean answer. I now await such answer, and hope I shall 
be able to advise you in an early letter of his visit, which 
would be a great compliment and an expression of his kind 
feeling towards our country.

On the 23d Ireceived a letter from the Chamberlain, of 
which I enclose a copy. I ascertained the wishes of His 
Majesty and their Imperial Highnesses as to the nature of 
the entertainment that would please them, and as well as I 
could acted in accordance therewith. 

The Brooklyn was decorated and the guests whom I invited 
came off at eight. Among them were four members of the 
Cabinet and their families ; the members of the Diplomatic 
Corps with theirs ; many others of high rank and position, 
and the commanding ofticers of the men-of-war in port. The 
Princess Imperial ard Count d‘Eu arrived at nine, and His 
Majesty, the Emperor, at 11 o’clock. I had invited Rear Ad- 
miral Baron Grivele, of the French navy, the foreign flag 
officer in port, to assist me to receive them. I received the 
Imperial guests with all the honors due them, and upon 
their leaving the ehip was illuminated, and there was a dis- 
play of fireworks. 

As the Emperor preferred a visit in the evening, I did all 
in my power to make the entertainment agreeable to him, 
and upon leaving he expressed his kind feelings towards the 
United States, and the great pleasnre and grati n he 
had derived from his virit. 

I tke pleasure in enclosing a letter from Hon. Thomas A. 
Osborn, Minister here, who was present, and who was invited 
to assist me.

No ship was ever more hand- 
somely decorated, if I am a judge, than was the Brooklyn, 
and the utmost care seems to have been taken in perfecting 
all arrangements. 

The uviversal expression of those present was that of de- 
light, and they all agreed that it was the most brilliant affair 
of the kind ever witnessed at this capital. The Emperor 
and Royal family seemed especially pleased with the man- 
ner of their reception and the attention shown them, and 
the ministers of the foreign governments were profuse in 
their expressions of appreciation.

THE MAGAZINE BOARD. 

WE give in another column the report of the Board 
on Magazine guns, together with a list of the guns sub- 
mitted for use inthe Army. This Board has been in 
session in New York, and Springfield, Mass., since July 
188i, and their report, so long awaited, will be read 
with the deepest interest, not only by the inventors and 
manufacturers of the guns submitted, but by the 
Army and public also. 

It will be seen that the list of guns tried is a long one, 
longer, in fact, and more varied than any which Boards 
of the kind have been before required to act upon, 
either in this country or abroad. The guns embrace 
all the prominent repeating systems known at this date, 
though some are under different names, and the subject 
may fairly be said to have been exhausted, at least for 
the present. 

It would seem that the Board by placing the Lee gun 
at the head of the list of three recommended for trial 
in the field, has pronounced squarely in favor of the 
system of detachable magazines, that being the pro- 
minent feature of the Lee system. 

It will perhaps be a matter of surprise to many 
acquainted with the very general prejudice existing in 
the Army against bolt guns, to learn that all three of 
the guns recommended are of that system. The 
Board itself appear to have shared in that feeling, as 
shown in its recommendation looking to the further de- 
velopment and possible future trial in the field of the

parture in the mauner of manipulating repeating fire 
arms. This is neither a bolt nor lever gun, but is 
operated by a slidivg movement of the left hand back- 
ward and forward along the stock, leaving the right 
hand when using the magazine to sustain the piece at 
the shoulder and pull the trigger. The great success 
of this system, as arplied to shot guns, with a maga- 
zine under the barrel, has led to the attempt to utilize 
the system for a rifle, avoiding the objection to the 
tubular magazine by using the Lee detachable maga- 
zine, with what success remains to be seen. This 
gun is perhaps the latest as an invention that was sub- 
mitted to the Board. 

The Lee magazine gun has been for some time on 
trial in our Navy, as well as in several foreign countries, 
and would seem to have stood the test well. The 
model recommended by the Board contains several im - 
provements which will doubtless enhance its value as a 
magazine arm. 

The Hotchkiss has been on trial in the Army for sev- 
eral years, having been recommended by the last board 
as the best then attainable. There has been a diversity 
of reports from the field on this gun, und the ‘‘ New 
Hotchkiss” has been carefully constructed by the enter- 
prising Winchester Repeating Arms Company to meet 
the objections to their gun as far as possible. The 
model recommended is a shot rifle, intended for both 
mounted and foot troops, and is a great improvement 
on the old gun now in the hands of the troops. 

The Chaffee-Reece gun, second on the list in the order 
of merit, us recommended by the board, is an improve- 
ment on the ‘‘ Chaffee,” as submitted to the former 
board. The peculiarity of this gun is in having a 
ratchet in the magazine instead of a spiral spring by 
which the cartridges are brought up when using the 
magazine. This is thought to do away largely with the 
objection to a tubular magazine, where the cartridges 
rest one against the other, end on. In this guu the 
cartridges are slightly separated, being held in notches 
by their rims, and are fed up one at a time by working 
the bolt. It is regarded as being absolutely safe, so far 
as the magazine is concerned, when properly con- 
structed. 

The plan of recommending three guns of entirely 
different systems for trial in the hands of the troops we 
think an excellent one, inasmuch as it gives those most 
directly interested in getting the best gun obtainable an 
Opportunity to compare one with another under similar 
circumstances. It also affords the authorities an op- 
portunity for comparison as to the relative cost of their 
production, which could be economically arrived at in 
no other way. 

A very noticeable feature of the report of this Board 
is the frequent recurrence of the same names in the list 
of inventors and manufacturers who submitted guns. 
This was doubtless due to the working of a resolution 
passed by the Board early in its proceedings, and which 
provided that any suggestions occurring to the Board or 
the individuals composing it looking to the improve- 
ment or development of the various systems submitted, 
should be freely given to the inventors. The object 
was to secure for the Government the best possible 
results attainable at this date. 

Altogether we think that the work of the Board has 
been very thoroughly done, and we trust that the Army 
and the country will soon be enabled to profit by its 
labors. 

Such of the record of the Board giving the tests to 
which guns were subjected, with the results, drawings, 
and descriptions of guns submitted and tested, as will 
be of special interest to gun manufacturers, and inven- 
tors will be given in the JourNaAt as souon as it can be 
obtained. 








ANNUAL REPORTS. 

Tuk annual reports of the several Division and De- 
partment Commanders for the year ending Sept. 30,1882, 
are now in course of preparation. But from week to 
week we publish so fully, and with such detail, what- 
ever occurs in the military service that the facts col- 
lected aud presented in those reports can be no news to 
our readers. Looking at the history of the year asa 
whole, we find that the Army has made a record upon 
which it can itself look with satisfaction, and which 
Congress and the people should regard with pride. 

Some improvements have been made jn its condition, 
and it has obtained during the year, after many attempts 
and several failures, a compulsory retirement law, sat- 
isfactory to some, though not so much so to others. 
The efforts to improve the education of the Army have 
met with fair success, although the system introduced 
cannot be made effective until legislation provides 4 
corps of competent teachers. Rifle firing has been pur- 
sued with unabated vigor, and General Orders 53 and 54 
have proved almost entirely acceptable, although there 
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is still ag od deal of hankering after Creedmoor, and 
the opportunity to enter into competition with our Na 
tional Guard marksmen and the. marksmen from for- 
eign countries, 

In fine, the year has been one of steady improvement, 
and we think it is safe to say that at no time since 1865 
has the Army been in a better state of efficiency as to 
men and material than it is now. General Sherman 
and his Division and Department Commanders have 
been vigilant in their supervisory and executive duties, 
and have conducted the important interests committed 
to their charge in a way conducive to the public wel- 
fare and the healthful progress of the military arm of 
the Government. 





NAVAL MESS, OUTFITS, AND MESSES. 

Moon has been done within the past fifteen years to 
add to the comforts of officers on board ship. No 
longer is a man going on a cruise obliged to carry a 
mattress, with looking glass and other like conveniences, 
for his state room, for these are furnished by the Equip- 
ment Bureau, as also are curtains, an innovation for 
which many thanks are due. We have found it a 
general impression among such persons outside of the 
Navy as we have conversed with on the subject, that 
the Government furnishes not only these but many 
other things, including the food, as is done in the mer- 
chant service. That such an impression exists is per- 
haps ground enough for saying that the people at large 
expect some such provision to be made. 

Too much praise cannot be accorded to the originator 
of the daring plan of furnishing a complete mess outfit 
for the commanding officers of vessels; and now that 
the percentage charged has been removed there ie 
additional cause for congratulation. Why might not a 
similar plan be advantageously introduced for the 
messes of the subordinate officers as well? There are 
certain articles of mess furniture, such as silver plate, 
which cause a heavy tax upon the purses of officers 
fitting out for a three years’ cruise; why could not 
these be furnished as are those for the cabin? Indeed, 
if a rigid system of accountability were instituted, by 
which every broken or defaced article of chiua or 
glass should be paid for at its full value, we see no 
reason why all the necessary mess furniture should not 
be provided. 

It is not so much, however, of this matter that we 
would speak, as upon that of the duties of a caterer in 
providing stores, Since the beginning of the war, to go 
back no further, hundreds of messes have been fitted out, 
and yet there is no record either of the stores procured, 
nor of the time for which they lasted. The art of pre- 
serving food for a great length of time has been brought 
to a high pitch of perfection, and canned goods do 
not now cost very much more than fresh ones. 
With such a variety to choose from, there should be 
no lack of suitable provision for either a large or a small 
mess. A systematic reckoning of the amount of the 
various articles necessary for each meal and day forms 
a proper foundation on which to build, and at our re- 
quest an officer who has recently had an extended 
opportunity for enquiring into this part of the subject, 
has prepared the list which will be found in another 
column. This is .taken from actual experience, and it 
may be, we believe, fully relied on, and we trust that it 
may prove of assistance to some, if not all, of the 
messes that may fit out hereafter, so that by it the 
labors of that hard-worked man, the caterer, may be 
reduced to a minimum. 

In the Naval Prize Essay for 1879, the idea was 
broached of the commanding officer messing in the 
ward room. ‘This suggestion has been received both 
favorably and unfavorably. So far as we are able to 
learn, the majority of commanding officers do not ap- 
prove of it, whi'e the majority of the subordinates like 
the idea. When these latter gentlemen reach the posi- 
tion now occupied by the former, perhaps the custom 
may be well established. If it can be done successfully 
in the Coast Survey, as we are told it is, why not in the 
naval service proper ? 

If, however, we are to regard this idea as utopian, 
there is certainly an improvement possible in the pur- 
chasing of the stores required by the cabin and other 
messes. If it is absolutely essential to the preservation 
of the dignity of the commanding officer, that he should 
take his meals in solitary state (though it does not seem 
to be soin those armies in which regiments are kept 
together and have a regimental mess), why could not 
the call upon his purse be lightened by his having upon 
his table the same provision as the ward room officers ? 
In other words, why should he not really belong to the 
ward room mess, while having his meals served in his 
Own apartment? And if the pay now given to the 
cabin and ward room stewards and cooks were com. 
bined and given to two men, we feel sure that the com- 


official, or other dinner in the cabin, requited extra pro- 
vision made for it, the expense would, of course, be 
met by the commanding officer. We have taken some 
pains to enquire regarding this matter among the ollicers 
of our acquaintance, and we confidently look forward 
to the day when it will be the exception, and not the 
rule, for the cabin and ward room messes to be separate. 








ENGLISH AND AMERICAN SOLDIERS. 

Broad Arrow, which is the especial champion of 
General Wolseley, says: ‘‘‘The campaign in Egypt may 
have heen, and doubtless was, a preventible casualty ; 
but since England found herself committed to it she 
was bound to make the best of it, and we venture to 
think no one will dare to say that Sir Garnet Wolseley 
has not done so. So far he has defeated the enemy 
wherever he has encountered him; and, in addition, 
he has turned what threatened to be a noisy and smoky 
invasion by way of Alexandria, indefinitely prolonged, 
and culminating finally in the certain retreat on Cairo, 
and the possible demolition of Cairo itself, into a cam- 
paign full of color and picturesque details, so dear to 
the writer of epic prose, and marked by originality, ad- 
venture and audacity. He practically drew the enemy 
off from Alexandria, and concentrated him where he 
could do him the greatest possible harm in the shortest 
possible space of time, and then wheel round to the 
protection of Cairo.” 

Our hard-worked Army officers, pursuing through 
thankless years the unucongenial task of subdu- 
ing the best savage soldiery in the world, may 
well look with something like envy upon the ease with 
which honors have fallen tothe fortunateBritish sol- 
dier, soon to be no longer ‘Sir Garnet,” but Lord 
Wolseley. A battle is usually understood to mean a 
contest between two contending parties, and in this 
sense the “‘ walk over” at Tel-el-Kebir is hardly to be 
dignitied by the name of a “‘great baitle,” if it can, in 
any proper sense, le called a battle at all. 

Wisdom and soldierly good sense were undoubtedly 
shown by Sir Garnet Wolseley in not following up his 
previous successful night attack and thus scattering 
Arabi’s forces in embarrassing fragments before he 
was ready to make a move which should give a finish 
to the contest, and open his way unobstructed to Caizo 
and to control Egypt. 

His chief skill was in his quick comprehension of the 
actual military problem with which he had to deal, and 
the adaptation of his means to the end in view. Still, 
the English will make a grave mistake if they infer 
from their success in Egypt anything as to their capacity 
to conduct a real struggle; except so far as it has given 
them. confidence in their ability, under their new sys- 
tem of army organization, to mobilize their forces and 
bring them face to face with the enemy. 

We see that great complaints are made of the Eng- 
lish supply department, and the field transport suffered 
a disastrous and discreditable breakdown. The conceit 
of substituting territorial designations for numbers in 
designating regiments is described as having occasioned 
a hopeless muddle on the field of battle which in a more 
serious affair might have been disastrous. Imagine the 
difficulties with even our small Army if officers were in 
the heat of an engagement obliged to tax their memo- 
ries with the fact that the 5th Infantry was to be known 
as the 1st battalion of the Bucks County regiment, the 
10th Infantry as the 2d battalion of the Adirondack 
Light Infantry, and the like. The system worked so 
badly that even its advocates fell back from force of 
necessity upon the old familiar numerical designations. 








SHORE DUTY FOR NAVAL OFFICERS. 


REFERRING to the clause in the last naval appropria- 
tion bill with reference to the employment of officers 
on shore duty, though the natural active duties of 
naval officers may be cruising at sea, it is certainly a 
false principle to assume that when not so occupied 
they should be off duty. Their employment on shore 
is as essential to the public interests as their service 
afloat. There are many important matters in connec- 
tion with naval affairs which must be looked after con- 
tinually by some one on shore, and it is useless to 
burden the Treasury with the employment of others 
than naval officers for this service, when they are 
available and can perform it better than any one else. 

Naval officers are required for duty on shore in 
guarding and protecting the public stores and property; 
in building and re-building, repairing and fitting out 
the vessels allowed for service; in preparing the

our ships; in service on Courts-martial, Boards of In- 
quiry, Inspection and Examination. 

All these various and important duties require the 
continual service of naval officers on shore, and it is a 
great mistake to suppose that they are only needed for 
service afloat and should be off duty at other times. 
There is as much, and quite as important duty involved 
in the preparation of ships and material for naval 
purposes, and in keeping up the necessary establishment 
on shore as is required for service afloat. No one can 
be so well fitted for this duty as naval officers who 
have to use the material provided, and are thoroughly 
conversant with the needs of the service and have its 
best interests at heart. Moreover, all such service 
affords an important training, and keeps the officers 
abreast with the improvements and changes cortinually 
going on, besides giving the Government the use of the 
most willing, intelligent, faithful and devoted servants 
it could find for the purpose. 








‘* Wurze the reception given to the Arctic heroes Mel. 
ville and Berry, with their companions, Nindermann 
and Noros, has been such as to gratify the friends of 
these gentlemen, and to show to the returned voyagers 
the estimation in which they are held by their country- 
men, is that to be all?” So asks a correspondent, who 
goes on to say: ‘‘Are these men who risked their own 
lives in the vain attempt to save those of others, who 
traversed the Siberian wastes in search of their lost 
companions, who return with the sad story of the suf- 
ferings and death of De Long and his fated party, who 
have done al! that lay in human power to perform the 
task they set themselves, are these men to be but addi- 


‘tional living instances of the adage that republics are 


ungrateful? Is their reward to be merely the ephemeral 
cheering of the crowd, the speeches, hearty and ceep- 
felt though they may be, of the silver-tongued oratore, 
to whose lips there readily rise, as they do in the hearts 
of all who know the circumstances of the case, the 
words of welcome and of praise? Alas! I fear that 
this is to be the case. We have provided in this coun- 
try no adequate means for rewarding such deeds as 
those of Berry and Melville. The others, being enlisted 
men, may receive a medal of honor and a gratuity of 
one hundred dollars, with a promotion to warrant 
officer or mate. So great has been the care of Congress 
to prevent anything like the wearing of a medal by an 
officer, that in recent cases where permission has been 
given to various officers to accept the decorations with 
which they have been presented by foreign govern- 
ments the grudging consent has been coupled with a 
proviso that these decorations are not to be worn or dis- 
played. 

“Contrasted with the knighting of Sir George Nares 
or the promotions of Markham and Maclear, for the far 
smaller services rendered in the last English Arctic ex- 
pedition, our applause and cheers and speeches meke 
but a poor show. The men whom we are thus honor- 
ing have done their work from a sense of duty, with no 
prospect of reward; it has been tlie high chivalric man- 
hood of the Navy that has made them the willing work- 
ers they have been. Would it not be a graceful thing 
to reward them in some way? They have lost their 
outfit, and are entitled by Jaw toa month’s sea pay, 
which, by the way, will not begin to reimburse them. 
Why not make it five thousand or ten thousand dollars 
instead, with a gold medal in addition? We cannot 
give knighthood, nor more than thirty numbers in pro- 
motion, but we cap give, and easily give, a few thou. 
sand dollars to each of them, enough to render them 
more comfortable in years tocome; something perhaps 
for them to leave for their children after they have de- 
parted. To the more humble, but not less worthy mem- 
bers of the band, a sum like this would be an independ- 
ence ; and to each and all it would be a graceful, though 
inadequate, expression of the honor in which they are 
held by the service of which they are ornaments, and 
by the country they continue to serve so faithfully.” 











Amon recent publications of special interest to mili- 
tary readers is a work by Lieut. Hugh T. Reed, 1st In- 
fantry, a graduate of the Military Academy of the class 
of 1873. It is entitled ‘‘Elements of Military Science 
and Tactics,” and is compiled from Upton’s U. 8. In- 
fantry, Artillery, and Cavalry Tactics, Reed’s Signal 
Tactics, the Army Regulations of 1881, late orders from 
the A. G. O., Wheeler’s Field Fortifications, Wheeler’s 
Art of War, Craighill’s Dufour’s Strategy and Tactics, 
Ives’ Military Law, Halleck’s Elemenis of International 
Law, and other standard works. 





The volume presents in’ convenient form the essen. 
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tials of the tactics of the several arms and branches of 
the service, as well as the signals, forms, and ceremo- 
nies. Among its other valuable features are the articles 
which treat of target practice, guard duty, theory of 
the military establishment, flags, colors, standards, etc. 
The regulations governing the detail of officers of the 
Army to colleges under the act of Congress, forms of 
programmes for competitive drills, together with the 
Articles of War, also make a compendium of great 
practical value to tie student as well as the teacher of 
military matters. 

The author is well acquainted with the needs of col- 
leges having a department of military science and 
tactics, himself serving as professor at the Southern 
Illinois Normal University. The book is about tle size 
of the regular Infantry Tactics and resembles them in 
general form. It is neatly printed in clear type on fine 
paper, bound in morocco, and is in every way a credit 
to the publishers, Messrs. A. W. Reed and Oo., of Bal- 
timore, Md. 


Lrgvr. John W. Danenhower, U. S. N., delivered an 
interesting lecture on the Jeannette expedition, at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music, on Tuesday evening, 
October 3, before a large and attentive audience. The 
lecture was illustrated by three maps of the Arctic 
regions. Lieu:enant Danenhower’s remarks were simple, 
but forcible and graphic, and he was frequently ap- 
plauded during their delivery, which occupied about 
two hours. He reviewed the expedition from its incep- 
tion to its fatal termination, and spoke in feeling and 
manly terms of the dead heroes. The lecture was in 
all respects successful, and we understand Lieutenant 
Danenhower intends to repeat it at various places during 
the coming winter. 














Eneuish notions of what soldiers deserve from the 
government they serve are very different from those 
which prevail in this land of republican institutions, 
where military service means usually only hard work 
and small pay, with very little prospect of insubstantial 
glory even. The London Army and Navy Gazette, 
speaking of the certainty that Sir Garnet Wolseley and 
Sir Beauchamp Seymour will be raised to the peerage 
as a reward for their success in their war against Arabi’s 
rabble, says: ‘‘ We trust that they will be dealt with 
liberally, and receive something better than the custom- 
ary miserable annuity of £2,000 a year for three lives. 
No peerage can be properly kept up for less than £4,000 
a year at the least, and as the peerage will probably last 
for many generations, we fail to see why its endow- 
ment should cease at the expiration of three lives. We 
would suggest, therefore, that £100,000 should be voted 
tor Sir Beauchamp Seymour, and £75,000 for Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, who has already received £25,000 for 
the Ashantee war.” 








A Saw Franotsoo paper says: ‘‘ As the Creedmoor 
teams did not use military rifles and fired at targets 
which were made larger the further the marksmen were 
away from them, it is difficult to see how any useful 
purpose was subserved hy the match. It seems to us 
that all soldiers should practice with the ordinary ser- 
vice rifle, in the manner in which they would have to 
shoot in actual battle, and should have for targets only 
representations of men. The Germans manage these 
things better. They even burn brush so that the smoke 
will drift thickly across the ranges, as smoke would 
drift in battle, and fire through that.” The suggestion 
is not without point. 








Tae German Vice Admiral von Henk has published 
an article in a military periodical on the value of iron- 
clads, with reference to the bombardment of Alexandria, 
After giving a histury of iron-plating and reviewing the 
practical tests in action of the value of armored ships 
during the past few years, he gives the following as a 
condensed result of his observations: ‘‘ First, unar- 
moored ships cannot maintain a fight of any duration 
against the heavy guos of ships and forts; second, iron 
plating is still an effectual defence against the heaviest 
guns, and consequently indispensable for battle ships ; 
third, rams and torpedoes are, indeed, formidable weap- 
ons in sea fighting, but cannot supersede artillery as the 
chief weapon, and they promise more chance of success 
in iron clads, because of their better protection against 
the enemy’s artillery, than in uxarmored ships.” 





Fort Leavenworth is now the objective point for the 
Army riflemen, and most of our Army crack shots have 
reported or are «on their way to report to Gen. Pope to 
take part n the competitions for Army: prizes which 
commence Oct. 25.

Votume VIII. of the ‘‘ Proceedings of the United 
States Naval Institute” has been published by the Insti- 
tute at Annapolis, and has a very important table of 
contents. The first article is on the rules for the care 
and handling of chronometers, and is by T. 8S. and J. 
D. Negus, of New York. Mr. Wm. G. Gibbons, of 
Wilmington, then describes Admiral Ammen’s Marine 
ram. Commander John R. Bartlett, U. 8S. N., gives 
the results of the Blake’s Summer cruise in the Gulf 
S:ream. Lieut. E. W. Very, U. 8. N., presents what 
he calls ‘‘a study” on high-powered guns. P. Asst. 
Engineer Stacy Potts, U. 8. N., in a brief paper, out- 
lines a proposed system of circulating and heating 
water, drainage and ventilation of state rooms, etc., on 
ship board. A very discriminating biographical sketch 
of the late Rear Admiral Join Rodgers is contributed 
by Professor J. Russell Soley, U.S. N. A discussion 
in the Boston branch of the Naval Institute on the use 
of iron and steel in the construction of vessels of war is 
of particular value and interest at this time. From the 
same branch is furnished also a discussion on ocein 
laws. Prof. Chas. E. Monroe, U. 8. N. A., contributes 
notes on the literature of explosions, and the rest of the 
volume is made up of professional notes, reviews, etc.

Since his dismissal from the British 
army he has led a busy life in the Turkish service, and 
now transfers his sword to the Khedive. A late des- 
patch from Cairo says: ‘‘ Baker Pasha has presented to 
the Khedive a scheme for the reorganization of the 
Egyptian army, a portion of which shall consist of 
gendarmerie, probably to be recruited from the Alba- 
nians. The sgheme provides for the formation of 
municipal police for the t:wns, to be drawn from the 
most trustworthy native elements.” Valentine Baker 
is proceeding in the best way to redeem his character 
and wipe off the blot his disgraceful railway adventure 
put upon ic. He is making a new name, and gaining 
an even better title to distinction than he before 
enjoyed, 








Tae London 7ruth displays unusual candor in char- 
acterizing the English rejoicings over the details of the 
easily won victory at Tel-el-Kebir as “ positively dis- 
gusting,” because ‘the transaction was not a battle, it 
was a slaughter.” The exact number of English troops 
engaged may not be known, but the proportion of killed 
and wounded among them could not have been higher 
than three per cent. ‘‘ Compare this,” says Truth, 
“with the twenty-five per cent. put hors de combat in 
the great battles of the Crimea, and we can forma 
pretty accurate estimate of the value of all the tall talk 
about the ‘great battle.’ The Egyptian is a poor sol- 
dier at the best of times; how much more so when he is 
driven to battle with threats and blows, and does not 
know what on earth he is fighting for! The poor 
wretches were shot down in hundreds as they were 
wildly running away. It may have been necessary and 
inevitable, but let us draw a veil over the disgusting 
scene, instead of making ourselves indecent and con- 
temptible by vaunting it from the housetops as a na- 
tional glory. Let us give our soldiers their due; what- 
ever they have been called upon to do they have done 
well; and, in doing this, they have given promise 
of being capable of donghty deeds. But to crown 
them as heroes when they have had no opportunity of 
asserting their heroism, is, as I say, a positive insult.” 








SzorzTary CHANDLER has been absent a portion of 
the week in New York, where he went on business. 
He returned to the department on Thursday. On Fri- 
day he was busy selecting officers for the Advisory 
Board authorized by Congress to examine the plans for 
the two steel cruisers. It is understood that Lieut. 
Very and Commodore Shufeldt have been determind 
upon. Lieut. Very will probably be the only member 
of the old Board who will be appointed. The detail 
will likely be announced on Saturday, October 7, 
or Monday, October 9. Up to this time not a 
single plan or model {which were advertised for sub- 
mission to this board has been received at the Navy 
Department, and it is doubtful if more than one or two 
replies are received before the expiration of the period 
specified in the circular, as the time allowed is regarded 
as too limited.

The purpose is, as 
at present contemplated, to raise a prize fund from the 
citizens of Washington, to be given to the best drilled 
company, according to the decision of judges selected 
for that purpose. Captain Wm. H. Clapp, U. S. A., in 
conjunction with officers of the several militia organiza- 
tions of Washington, are the originators of the move- 
ment, and are using every effort to bring the matter to 
ahead. The project, although in its infancy, is a good 
one and should be encouraged. Besides its other ad- 
vantages, it would have the effect of bringing a large 
crowd of people to Washington, and thus make the 
Garfield Memorial Fair a greater success than it prom- 
ised to be. 


Tue Court of Inquiry appointed lust week to inquire 
into the circumstances attending the loss of the Arctic 
steamer Jeannette, Commodore Temple, president, 
convened in the old Navy Department building in the 
room previously occupied by the Secretary of the Navy, 
at noon, Oct. 5. Nothing wus dove during the afternoon 
beyond organizing and considering the mode of pro- 
cedure. It was decided to hold the meetings with open 
doors. 'The proceedings during the remainder of the 
week were only preliminary, and the investigation wil] 
not get under full headway before the first or middle ef 
next week. There is no telling how long the inquiry 
will continne, probably until Congress conven2s in the 
fall. All the survivors will be requested to come for- 
ward and give their versions as to the uiness of the 
Jeannette for Arctic exploration, and their views as to 
what kind of vessel is best adapted for such expedi- 
tions. The records and documents will be overhauled 
and examined.

THE NAVY AND THE REVENUE MARINE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

I desire to make a brief and final rejoinder relative to 
the subject of the Navy and the Revenue Marine ser- 
vice. ‘ You state tersely that the Revenue Marine was 
not established before the Navy; that the Navy came 
into being in 1776. That there were armed vessels afloat, 
owned and fitted out by the different States, cruising 
and fighting in the interests of the thirteen colonies, 
bearing ensigns of various and fanciful designs, gene- 
rally known as the ‘‘Continental Navy,” at the time you 
state, is granted. But that by the liveliest stretch of 
imagination that fleet could be christened the United 
States Navy, is denied. There was no such nation in 
existence at the time, and the Constitution was not 
adopted until 1788, or thereabouts. 

The Treasury Department was established September 
2, 1789; the Navy Department, April 30, 1798—a dif- 
ference of eight years, seven months and twenty-eight 
days in favor of the Treasury Department. 

At the close of the Revolution nearly, if not quite all, 
of the old vessels remaining from that contest were sold. 
On March 27, 1794, General Washington signed the bill 
authorizing the building of six frigates, which was the 
foundation and commencement of a national navy. The 
Constitution was launched October 21, 1797. The Con- 
stellation and United States were slightly in advance of 
Old Ironsides in point of immersion, the exact dates of 
the events nct being at present available. 

The Revenue Marine service was organized with thirty 
commissioned officers March 21, 1791, with tes vessels, 
built or building by regular contract. ‘This gives the 
Revenue Marine service exactly six years and seven 
months,the seniority in point of national existence. 

You state that the Revenue Marine was organized in 
1793. Allow me to convince you that you are in error. 
101789, Alexander Hamilton, Secretary oi the Treasury, 
contemplated ‘‘a provision of boats for securing the col- 
lection of the revenue,” and addressed a circular letter 
to collectors of customs, inviting their views and co- 
operation. 
passed both Houses April 23, 1790, and $18,560 was 
suggested as an appropriate sum for establishing the 
new branch of the Government. 

February 26, 1793, (the year you state the service was 
established), the Senate requested from Secretary Ham- 
ilton a list of cutters and officers then employed. He 
responded as follows:

Beyond establishing the fact that Navy officers had 
failed to discharge the duties required of a revenue cut- 
ter officer, no reflection was intended.

I have eften been at Fort Si! before, but have never seen it 
look cleaner or in better condition—every thing about the 
garrison looked in perfect order. The men alla in 
good condition, and to see them on dress le and bat- 
talion drill, and witness their going through the manual of 
arms, their marching and evolutions, will convince the most 
prejudiced that the darkey makes a good soldier, and is able 
to compare very creditably with the white troops in all that 
goes to constitute a soldier. This calls to mind a remark 
made by Judge Stafford, of Nashv lle, Tenn., while at Fort 
Conche a few years ago. After viewing a dress parade of the 
10th Cavalry aud 25ta Infantry, he remarked to me ‘well 
I have often wondered what the negroes were fit for after 
they were set free; but now I know nothing suits them so 
well, nor are they so well adapted to anything as being sold- 
iers in the Regular Army.’ An inspection of this post, and a 
jook at the men of the garrison, will at once show that 
the present post commander is a thorough soldier, 
and fully able to meet any demands in case of an 
emergency. I do not think I ever saw a garrison of the size 
of this where the ofticers were so little addicted to dissipa- 
tion, and that slipshod manner of discharging their duties, 
indu/ged in at so many posts, ss this one, and the soldiers 
follow the example of their officers, and look aud are cor- 
respondingly soldierly.”

In concluding and asking that the rule be discharged, Judge- 
Advocate Gardner quoted, in his brief, from the eloquent 
language of the late Lord Chiet Justice of England (Cockburn) in 
the case of Nelson and Brand, relative to the procedure of Courts- 
martial, that “perhaps there are no tribunals in the world in 
which justice is administered with a higher sense of the obliga- 
tion which the éx»rcise of judicial functions impos, with a 
higher sense of honor, or a greater desire to do justice.” 

Mr. Townsend briefly alluded to the fact that heads of bureaus 
and the departments were subordinate to the head of the particu- 
lar department, and Gen. Bigelow closed the argument. 

Affidavits were introduced on behalf of the respondents, of 
Ist Lient. Edward T. Brown, 5th Artillery, late Judge-Advocate 
of the Mason Cvurt-martial, and of the chief clerk of the War 
Department. 

Gen. Bigelow called for the Judge Advocate General's report in 
the case, which he had served notice to produce. 

Judge Advocate Gardner resisted the motion on the ground 
that it was a privileged communication from a confidential staff 
officer to the Secretary of War, and cited authorities. 

After argument the court ruled it to be “ privileged,” and that 
Petitioner’s counsel was neither entitled to compel production 
of the original or of a copy. 

Later, when he insisted that the report was a reversal of the 
findings of the Court-martial, a certified copy was introduced by 
Government ofits own motion for the information of the court. 

The court also ruled, on objection to a certified copy of the 
Court-martial proceedings which Gen. Bigelow offered, that it 
was not admissible. 

These were the principal points of interest decided in this case. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, Judie Wallace delivered 
the oral opinion of the court substantially as follows: 

“The only point, as it seems to us, for consideration in this 
proceeding is as to whether the findings and sentence of the Gen- 
eral Court-martial before which the petitioner was tried, have 
been or could be reversed by the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army in the exercise of any possible appellate judicial authority, 
or otherwise. 

“On the other points of this case, as set forth in the petition, 
we are concluded by the unanimous decision o* the United States 
eome Court, rendered last May, which is of controlling au- 
thority. 

“The opinion of that court, delivered by Mr. Chief Justice 
Waite, very fully sets forth the nature of the application then 
made by this petitioner and the issue raised, and we are of opin- 
ion that there are no new facts—no new grounds—presented by 
the petitioner here in addition to thoss which have been thus 
settled by the superior tribunal. 

“ The alleged revereal by the Judge Advocate General of the 
findings and sentence in his subsequent report, is no reversal at 
all, nor does it purport to be. 

“It is merely an advisory report to the Secretary ot War, giving 
his own opinion on the merits of the trial and sentence. 

“Our conclusions on this branch of the case might properly 
rest bere. We caunot, however, agree with the learned counsel 
for the petitioner that Congress meant to confer or has given the 
Judge Advocate General, as head of the Bureau of Military Jus- 
tice of the War Department, the grave power, by law, of setting 
aside the findings and sentences of Courts-martial, and this in 
language so obscure. 

“Tue statute says ‘the Judge Advocate General shall receive, 
revise, and cause to be recorded ‘the proceedings of all Courts- 
martial.’ 

“Tt does not provide for the affirming, reversing, modifying or 
amending them, and we cannot fora moment believe that any 
such important power can lurk behind the word ‘ revise.’ 

“It simply gives the general power to perform a general duty. 
“The expression ‘revise’ is of same character as reception 
and recording with which it is in juxtaposition and does not carry 
the right to set aside possessed by the authority which may 
ww a Court-martial and subsequently act on. its pro- 
ceedings. 

“In revising proceedings of General Courts-martial referred to 
him which have not yet been acted on by the authority appoint- 
ing the court, orin revising proceedings which have been acted 
on by the appointing power and the sentences carried into effect; 
it is the duty of the Judge Advocate General merely to look over 
such proceedings as official adviser and report such errors as he 
conceives should be noticed in order, if the case be one already 
approved by the officer who appointed the court and has carried 
its seutence into execution, that the superior authority may de- 
clare it null if the Judge Advocate General’s report of fatal statu- 
tory defects be concurred in. 

“The rule is discharged and the application for a writ of habeas 
corpus denied.” 








THE CASE OF COL. WAGER SWAYNE. 


Tue Second Comptroller of the Treasury this week rend- 
ered the following decision on the question as to whether 
the Government is entitled to set against the amount due 
Col. Swayne as percentage increase on his retired pay, so 
much of the pay received by him as Major General, from 
the 10th of September, 1866, the date of his acceptance of 
the appointment of Colonel, to 3ist August, 1867, when he 
was mustered out of service as Major General of volunteers, 
as in excess of the pay of a colonel : 

On the 28th of July, 1866, Col. Swayne, being then a 
Major General of Volunteers was appointed Colonel of the 
45th U. 8. Infantry, and on the 10th of September, 1866, he 
accepted the appointment and took the oath of office. From 
the time of his acceptance of the appointment as colonel to 
the 31st of August, 1867, when he was in terms mustered 
out of the service as Major General of Volunteers, Colonel 
Swayne continued to draw the pay of a Major General of 
Volunteers, and a question arises whether the Government 
is entitled to set against the amount due him as percentage 
increase on his retired pay, so much of the pay received by 
him as Major General for the period above named as in ex- 
cess of the pay of a colonel. 

Upon the examination of his accounts I was in doubt 
whe' he was entitled to receive the higher rate of pay 
during the period referred to, and requested a reference of 
the matter to the Attorney General, hoping to obtain his 
opinion on the question whether “the position held by Gol. 
Swayne entitled him to receive the higher rate of pay. 

But the Attorney General being under the impression that 
the accounts of Col. Swayne had been settled by the ac- 
counting officers, and that the payments were made to him 
ander their direction or with their approval, expressed the 
opinion that the sétilements between Col. Swayne and the 
aceonatiag officers in the matter of his pay as a Major Gen- 
eral of Volunteers, are conclusive upon the Executive De- 
partments of the Government, and for that reason he con- 
sidered it not necessary to express an opinion upon apy 
other point in the case. 

There has been no such settlement of the accounts of Maj. 
Swayne, and the rule of payment made under mistake of 
law cannot be recovered is consequently not applicable in this 
case. Illegal payments made by paymasters on accounts 
that have not been audited are chargeable to the paymaster 
in the first instance, and are proper matters of charge against 
the party to whom the payment was illegally made. Hence 
the original question whether Col. Swayne was entitled to 
receivé a higher rate of pay remains to be decided. 

T still look upon it as doubtfal whether the formal accept- 


ance of the position of colonel raised a technical barrier to 
his right to oy as major-general while acting in that 
capacity after the acceptance,and with much hesitation 


concludé that the doubt should be resolved in favor of the 
claimant, and respectfully request a statement of his ac- 





count for e increase, calling your attention to the 
dpeision made in the cage of Col. John Pulford, July 13, 1882, 


The decision of the Attorney-General referred to in the 


above is as follows : 
DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE, 
Wasaineton, Auguss 29, 1882.2 
Secretary of War: 

Sir: The case of Col. Wager Swayne preiented in your commu- 
nication of the 8th of August instant, andin the letter of the 
Comptroller, referred to in and accompanying it, is as follows: 
Col, Swayne is entitled to a certain allowacce as a percentage 
increase on his retired pay. On the 23th of July, 1865, he being 
then a major-general of volunteers, was appointed colonel of the 
45th U. 8. Infantry, and on the 10th of September, 1866, accepted 
the appointment in writing, and took the oath of office. From 
the time of his appointment as colonel to the 3lst of August, 
1867, when he was in terms mustered-out of the service as a 
major-general of volunteers, Col. Swayne continued to draw the 
pay of a major-general. The question for opinion is whether the 
Government is entitled to set against his allowance for per- 
centage increase so much of the pay received by him as major- 
general from the 109th of September, 1866, the date of bis accept- 
ance ofthe appoiutment of colonel to the 3ist of August, 1867, 
when he was mustered out of service as a major-general of volun- 
teers, as represents the excess of a major-general’s pay over that 
of a colonel. 

Iam of opinioa that upon principles of administrative policy 
which ought to be considered as firmly established, the settle- 
ments between Col. Swayne and the accounting officers in the 
matter of his pay as a major-general of volunteers are conclusive 
upon the Executive Department of the Government, and cannot 
be re-opened in the way indicated. 

Ia Hendrick’s case (16 Court of Claims, Repts., p. 88) it was held, 
that settlements with a Supervisor of Internal Revenue, credit- 
ing him with clerk hire paid to a person who was at the same 
time a gauger, and who therefore could not legally receive com- 
pensation as clerk, were conclusive on the Judicial Department of 
the Government, and that the Government conld no more re- 
cover back money paid under a mistake of Jaw than an individual, 
That case and Col, Swayne’s seem to be identical in principle, 
assuming argumenti gratia, that the allowance of a major-gén- 
eral’s pay to Col. Swayne after his appointment as colunel was 
mistaken, but, in disposing of this case, it is not necessary that I 
should go farther than to hold that the settlements with Colonel 
Swayne are conclusive upon the Executive Department of the 
Government.

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THE PORTER CASE. 


Tux following correspondence between Col. C. W. 
Moulton, of Cincinnati, and Gen. John Gibbon recently 
took place : 

To Gen. John Gibbon, Fort Snelling, Minn. : 
CincInNATI, September 7, 1882. 

Dear GENERAL—Some friend has sent mea copy of the 
Milwaukee 7'elegraph, containing your letter to Hon. M. H. 
Carpenter, United States Senate, correctiug some errors into 
which he had fallen in his speech in the Senate upon the case 
of Fitz John Porter. I am very glad to get the paper for 
the sake of the letter. You were and are so familiar with the 

facts relating to the Virginia campaign of Gen. Pope that 
whatever you publish relating to it is read with interest by 
those who do not know the facts from personal observation. 
I have been roaking an effort to acquaint myself with the 
details of Porter's case, and all the evidence which I can ob- 
tain from those who participated in the second battle of Bull 
Run is especially valuable. I do not wonder that it should 
seem absurd to you that a Senator generally so well informed 
as Mr, Carpenter should fall into the error of attributing the 
losses sustained by you in the action near Gainesville, on 
August 28, to the inaction of Porter’s corps onthe 29th. But 
tiis error is one that was (and perhaps is) largely entertained 
in the Western armies and among the Western people. It is 
fortunate that your attention was atiracted to Mr, Oarpen- 
ter’s mistake and that you had the opportunity to correct it. 

I have never taken up a case in which so many errors haye 
been committed as in Porter’s case. The rule of law which 
gives the defendant in a criminal trial the benefit of all rea- 
sonable presumptions in his favor has been reversed in 
Port2r’s case, and he has had these presumptions turned 
against him, with the whole power of the Government aiding 
his prosecutors. Not only has this course been pursued 
toward him since the trial by the Court-martial, but this 
feature is conspicuous in the proceedings of the court during 
the trial. This is apparent inits ruling upon the admissi- 
bility of evidence and in its refusal to permit Porter’s counsel 
to properly cross-examine the Government witnesses. Other 
restrictions were put upon the attorneys for Porter which 
would not be permitted in a civil court where anything of 
value to the defeudant was in jeopardy. Furthermore, the 
court permitted itself to be dictated to as to its proceedings 
by the Secretary of War, an officer who had no official control 
over it. Notonly thiz. Itisnow knuwn that the movements 
of two divisions of Gen. McDowell's corps gave up the key 
to the situation by their movements on August 28. I refer 
to the divisions of King and Ricketts—the former by his 
withdrawal from Gainesville and the latter by falling back 
from Thoroughfare Gap. It is these two movements 
more than anything that Porter did, or failed to do, that 
caused Pope’s defeat on the 30th, and yet the officers who 
commanded these divisions were members of the court that 

ried Porter, in which either may have had the casting vote. 
Furthermore, Gen, King was called by the Government as a 
witness to help make out the case for the prosecution, while 
he was a member of the court engaged in trying Porter. 

Can anything be more monstrous than such a proceeding 
in a court, pretending to administer justice? When the 
record first disclosed this fact to me I thought there must be 
some mistake as tu the identity as to officers mentioned, I 
knew that the enemies of Porter were powerful and un- 
scrupulous, but I was not prepared to find that they had 
gone to the length of trying him before their own prose- 
cuting witnesses. I do not wish to reflect upon the memory 
of Gen. King. I am willing to concede that he was a brave 
and conscientious officer. But there is no just man who is 
not shocked at the bare statement of the fact that a defend- 
ant on trial with his life at stake (and to Porter more than 
life) should be tried by a judge who had to be called by the 
prosecution to mako out the case sgainst him. It is hard to 
believe that this is a fact, and that such a judgment has been 
allowed to stand unreversed for twenty years. While Porter 
has been begging for a new trial this simple fact is enough 
to make the American people indignant as soon as the fact 
appeared. 

I am aware that the record of the court was not wiped 
out, as it has been decided that the President has no power 
to reverse the judgment thus obtained, and this is perhaps 
the general rule of law with reference to Court martial find- 
ings. I make no issue upon this decision. It discloses, 
however, the startling fact that the Executive is without 
power to right a great wrong, accomplished by methods that 
must arouse the indignation of every honest man who 
understands the facts. You participated in the battles of 
Bull Run, and you are to some extent personally familiar 
with the orders and movements attending the engagements. 
I believe no fault has ever been found with your operations 
either upon that field or any other. I therefore am free to 
ask you to say whether or not the rule which has been 
applied to Porter—that is, construing every mistake or mis- 
apprehension as criminal—could be applied to your own 
operations or to those of any other military officer situated 
as Porter was at the time without doing great injustice ? 

Suppose, for example, that every mistake or blunder made 
by McDowell upon either or all of the days of the second 
Bull Run battle had been construed as criminal acts—is it 
probable that he would have been acquitted? What if the 
rule had been applied to Pope or Halleck? And yet this 1s 
substantially the course pursued toward Porter. He was 
in effect directed not to exercise any discretion (in the 
movement of the 29th), hence he waited for orders which he 
sent for to Pops and McDowell, but which he did not get in 
time to execute, and thereupon he was in substance tried for 
not exercising a discretion of which he had been deprived 
by his senior and commanding officer, and for not obeying 
orders which he did not receive. The time is, I hope, not 
far off when our people will take an interest in Fitz John 
Porter, and the facts will be fully understood, and that 
those who were responsible for the defeat at Bull Run will 
be held up to public view, and the motives which instigated 
the prosecution of Porter will both be exhibited in their 
clearest outline. I shall be glad to have you tell me, if you 
can, wherein my conclusions, as I have outlined them, are 
mcorrect, Yours truly, C. W. Movtton.

This despatch shows conclusively that General Porter 


had not at that time received theorder. But the board goes 
beyond this, and says that if Porter had received that order 
earlier it would have been his duty to disobey it, and simply 
o;} .he principle that the conditions supposed to exist when 
it was issued by a distant commander, were not the actual 
conditions as they presented themselves to the commander 
on the spot. As a soldier, this judgment of the board com- 
mends itself to some as sound and just. 

As regards your supposed case with reference to McDowell 
it may be said that if he had charges drawn against him for 
being absent from his command when it was engaged with 
the enemy; for disobeying the joint order; for having scat- 
tered his command in such a way as to lose all control over it, 
or any other similar charge, he would not, if brought to 
trial, have suffered the disadvantages that Porter did of hav- 
ing one-half his witnesses barred out of court by the lines of 
a hostile army. Whether a court could have been organized 
to acquit McDowell on such charges, I do not feel prepared 
to say. 

I trust that you are right in thinking that the time is not 
now far distant when the real facts in this case will be fully 
known to the American people, and wishing you all success

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THE BRIT’ 4 ARMORED TRAIN IN EGYPT. 


Tue following is a valuable and interesting description of 
the armored train used by the English forces at Alexandria, 
It was received this week at the Intelligence Bureau of the 
Navy Department from Commander H. B. Seely, command- 
ing U. 8. 8. Nipsic, and was prepared by Lieut. N. H. 
Barnes of that ship : 


ALEXANDRIA, Eorrrt, Sept. 8, 1882.

Br: I have the honor to report that I have visited and ex- 
amined the armored train u by the English forces in their

First. One or wore vacant platform cars, intended to feel the 
way and give notice of any ubstructions upon the track before 
they sre reached by the more important part of the train, or to 
take the shock of torpedoes, 

Becond. A platform car carrying one gun,a forty pounder Arm- 
strony of old pattern, with an effective range of about 3,500 
yards, and so arranged as to admit of training about four points 
upon either side. It rests upon a solid platform of wood four 
inches thick, in which is fitted a pivot which holds the slide, and 
with a breeching hitched to a bolt en each side of the car checks 
the recoil. This car is uvarmored except at the front end, 
where inside the wooden end walls is an iron plate three-six- 
teenths of an inch in diameter, inclosing on three sides a wooden 
box three feet in thickness, and as bigh as will permit the tree 
working of the gun, the box being filled with bags of sand and a 
fow others bangivg trom the plates on thesides. At the rear end 
of the car is a wooden wall some three feet high on which are 
hung the implemeuts for eerving the gun. On the floor near by 
are a tew rounds of ammunition. 

Third. The locomotive. This is protected on each side by 
three bars of railroad iron hung witi wire, partly covering the 
boiler, and an inch plate of iron, about two feet by four, cover- 
ing the cylinder, the piston-rod, and its connections. The 

is protected by iron plates three sixteenths of an inch in 
thickness, ed with bags of sand. Although the most vital, 
‘this is the weakest part of the train. A large part of the boiler 
and considerabie machinery are exposed, but can hardly be 
better protected, as the springs will not sustain any additional 
weight. Its armor is the heaviest, but it is notcomplete. I 
think lighter armor more completely shielding the locomotive 
would be preferable, for the train can hardly expect to withstaud 
even the fire of field guns unless at long range, and the rest of 
the train is designed unly to be proof against r.usketry. 

Fourth. A platform car tected on all sides by s movable 
wooden wall two inches thick, backed with iron plates three- 
sixteenths of an inch thick, and sand bags, the sides of a height 
convenient for firing over by men kneeling upon the lower tier 
of sand . Around the wails hang a supply of intrenching 
toola such as picks and shovels. and at one end lies a pile of a 
dozen s' - On each side outside are lashed a small spar, a 
handspike, and several looms of oars or similar small pieces of 
wood with short pieces lashed across their en'!s. Thess are de- 
signed for carrying the gun in case of need. By le«hing one of 
the spars on top of thegun and crossing the outlier pieces under 
it, the latter with the short pieces at tueir ends will permit fifty

THE INTERNATIONAL MILITARY RIFLE MATCH. 


REPORT OF COL. JOHN BODINE, CAPT. OF THE AMERICAN TEAM. 
10 the President and Board of Directors of the National Rifle 
Association of America : 








GENTLEMEN: Having been honored in being elected to the re- 
sponsible post of Captain of the American [eam which repre- 
sented the National Guard of the Uaited States in the late Inter- 
national Military Hifle Match with a representative British Team 
from the Volunteers, I beg to transmit to you my heartfelt 
thanks for your hearty co-operation and liberal support, and 
also the thanas of my team for your bounteous provision for 
their comfort while engaged in the competitions, and on days of 
match, and for your earnest endeavor to promote the efficiency 
of the team. 
Although unsuccessful in our efforts to obtain the victory, I 
feel that my men deserved success by their indomitable pluck, 
and stern resolve to win if possible. 

The late contest has given us a measure of the prowess of our 
PP ts, and the efficiency of their arms. 
Iam entirely assured that this defeat will inure toour future 
success. Our National Guardsmep will spare no effort to reverse 
the result of the late contest. 
I most respectfully present herewith a report of the late Inter- 
nationa: Match, under proper headings, of such matters as seem 
to me important : 


1. Conditions of Match, and its Consequent Requirements. 
The conditions of the late 1 :ternation+1 Military Rifle Match, 
between the National Guard ot the Uui'~«d States and the Volun- 
teers of Great Britain, were of acharacter to require a team of 
twelve men, representing different States, who were not only ex- 
pert at the well known military ranges, but who had a very con- 

iderab! ficiency at the longer ranges. It was found easy to 








men to get a good hold without crowding. This car is int 
to carry a force armed with rifles. 

Fifth. A carlike the iatter and protected in the same way, 
armed with a Gatiing in front and a Nordenfelt in rear, between 
which is carried a supply of ammunition—5,000 rounds for tue 
former and 12,000 for the latter. Tue effective range of these 
pee is about 1,500 yards for the Gatiing and 1,800 yards for the 

ordeafelt. This car also carries intrenching tools. 

Sixth. A platform car, protected in the same way as the last 
two, carrying two nine-pounder rified howitzers, with a small 
supply of ammunition. They are intended principally for service 
off the train. and heavy skids are carried for convenience in put- 
ting them off or taking them on the car. 

At times another car is carried, protected like the rest, except 
that the rear wailis higher and has a port wheres a Gatling is

number of drag ropes are carried, so that in case of any acci 
dent disabling the locomotive the men may man them on the 
side away from the enemy, and thus draw tue train while retreat- 


ing. 
Sue of the cars usually carry a tripod of small spars, sur- 
mounted by a small piattorm, forming a loukout, elevated twenty 
* feet above the train, which commands a good view of the country 
and makes it difficul< for the enemy to conceal his men behind 
small i ularities of the ground.

‘The front end of the advance car carries a steam derrick intend- 
ed for use in clearing away wrecks. If a car of the fighting train 
should be demolished by the enemy’s fire, or trom any cause, 
the relief traia would draw away the cars in the rear ot it to the 

* nearest switch (and there is oue near the poiut of operations) 
then return, and with the derrick dump the wreck clear of the 
track, after which it would draw away the rest of the train. 

This train carries tools and materials for repairiug the track, or 
even laying a new one, should it be cut or torn up in their rear ; 
also guo-cotton torpedoes, an electric battery and wires, for de- 
stroying the explosives, or whatever it may be advisable thus to 
get out of the way. 

A most interesting and elaborate feature of the supply train is 
a ne car; a platform car, protected by wooden walis and 
iron plates, like those on the fighting train. The magatine is tn 
front and turther protected by a solid wooden backing of twelve 
inches on all sides exc. ptin rear, where iti« open. Leaving a 
space high enough fora powder tank, it is covered with a half 
inch iron plate, bars of raiiroad iron laid close together, and above 
all bags ot sand. The rear half of the caris divided hy piec+s of 
p ank taid across, into compartments, in which are atowed shell, 
—— and canister, fur both the forty-pounder and the nine- 
pounder. 

The ammunition is carried by hand from the magazine car tc 
the fighting train, the men ruaning along the railroad under the 
shelter of its embankment. 

The supply train also carries a few passenger cars, used as 
quarters for officers and men, and two box cars for their cooking 
and messing arrangement, but they are never taken beyond the 
junction near the Enylish lives at Ramleb. 

At mt these trains pass the day at the freight depot in this 
city, but at 8 Pp. w. go out, pass the night reconnoitring between 
the English and Egyptian lines, and at 6 a. u. return to the city. 

For « time it was claimed that the armored train did excelleut 
work, but I cannot learn that it was used except as auxiliary to 
reconnoitring parties. Ido not regardit as of much military 
value, for its operations are limited to one track, and it can be 
easily avoided or successfully opposed by heavy guus mounted 
mear the track. Arabi Pasha has adopted the latter means, and 

with three seven iuch rifles has made it dangerous for the train 
to approach nearer than 6,000 yards to his fortifications, which is 
about the distance of the Eaxlish lines. The train is armored 
only sufficiently to withstand rifle fire, nor can it well be pro- 
tected against the fireof any guos as heavy asit carries. As 
Arabi’s gups are effective at 6,000 yards, and the heaviest on the 
train at nut more than 3,500, it is obvious that at present it is of 
little use, but it is istended to i its efficiency by mount-

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All the first condition, but difficult; I may say impossible, to 
secure the Jast, for reasons well known to the Board. It will re- 
quire much laborious and painstaking effort, and the necessary 
encou ment of our State or National Governments, and o! 
patriotic individuals, together with the earnest support of the 
National Rifle Association, to secure any respectable number of 
men from which to pick our teams, if such teams are to be placed 
on an equal footing with British organizations. 
We havein our National Guard a spirit of emulation and a 
willingness to expend time and money in individual effort, which 
under present discouraging ci t is most dabl 
The only other condition which I will notice under this head 
wiil be the arms which were to be used in the late match. 
It became apparent to those at all familiar with the matter that 
we would require a new and effective arm, which would conform 
to allof the requirements of both short and long range work, 
while it must needs come within the rules for military rifles. 
And that it must be, pot what our Ordnance Boards and State 
governments declared to bea proper service arm, but it must 
conform most strictly to the service rules of the Britisn Empire. 
We were obliged to discard certain appliances with which we had 
become expert, and go back to obsolete forms which were known 
to be interior. 
The task of producing this arm at short notice was undertaken 
by two of our prominent gunmakers, and as much accomplished, 
as under known ditficulties could bs expected; both produced 
guns of merit, and though they were defective in some minor 
particulars, ticeably in adaptution of ammunition, yet with 
such modification as their use in this match has suggested, I fee] 
warranted in saying that they will prove satisfactory. It would 
extend this article too much to explain what I may think neces- 
sary to improve the arm. 

Method of Selection of Team and Its Officers. 
I will only allude to this subject very briefly, although I be- 
lieve it of the utmost importance. 
The mode of selection of team by competition has only one 
advantage in matches of an International character. 
It is supposed to afford the means of most readily securing a 
representative team. Aside from this it has no merits and has 
been discarded in Great Britain for a number of years. Our own 
experience in this thod of selecti has proved its defects 
when applied to former teams. 
I will vot attempt to suggest a method which would meet all

Methods Employed in Tiers to Secure the Greatest Efficiency of 
eam. 


After the selection of the fourteen men, and on my election 
as Captain we commenced the regular system of practice with a 
view to improve in shooting, and familiarize our men with their 
new guns and peculiarities of the range. Atter three competiti- 
ons two additioual men were added to the team, making the full 
number sixteen, rom which to select the final twelve. After 
some days of practice I finally selected ten men, and shortly after 
this the remaining two, This last selection caused me much per- 
plexity, and led to some unpleasant results ; as one member 
was guilty of conduct subversive of discipline; this with other 
causes of a most reprehensible character led me to arraign him 
before the team. They disposed ot the case in a way which was 
satisfactory to themselves. 
IT had iatended to shoot the men in three squads, of four men 
each and shoot them around, but I finally concluded that this 
method would be defective,as with the crude sights entailed by con- 
ditions being obliged to ditoiri the wind guage,the men were neces- 
sarily thrown almost entirely on their owu resources, the effec- 
tive assistance being the caution afforded by long range coaches, 
as to sudden changes of wiud. Their varied opinions in regard 
to changes of light on their elevations were in most cases 80 
different from tiiose entertained by long range experts, that they 
were left to themselves iu this matter. 

It was evidently to bea match to be contested on the indivi- 
dual judgment ot each man, except so far as his comrade could 
help him ina general way. And I venture to predict that only 
when our men have acquired sufficient experience to each stand on 
his own bottom at all of the ranges, will our teams become the 
equals of the British. And I repeat here what I have said iu pub- 
lic, that this is not a thing to be acquired in a month or a4 year. 
With the wind guage much can de done with new men, but not 
- much as when using the fine orthoptic sights on the small 

ore. 

I enjoined careful and systematic loading, and recommended to 
my team to use such form and materials as I kaew to be best by 
long experience and careful experiment, and at last my advice as- 
sumed the form of an order. 

I, together with my adjutant, were indefatigable in our efforts 
to provide powder, bullets, shells, lubricants, and wadding, and 
this was accomplished under great difficulties, as scarcely any- 
thing was forthcoming, except towards the closing days of the 
practice. 

I caused to be prepared for each man a table of the value of 
one-isundredth of an inch, or one point, tor each of the »ix ranges, 
calculated in accordance with the distance between sights, so 
that each man might koow the exact value of the point at all of 
the ranges, for either elevation or wind allowance, pruviding 
each with a copy for ready reference, so that feet, inches, or 
points became interchangeable. As relating to gun or target, I 
enjvined the strictest attention at the firing points, the wen 
being in squads of two, to the most caretul and uniform treat- 
ment of their rifles, the constant watching of conditions, and 
the proper eatering of these conditions, and their scores each 
day oa the score books provided. 

I caused to be kept by my adjutaat a correct and minute 
record of each man’s elevation at all ranges, together with 
corresponding records of weather conditions. 

The men before commencing the openiug at each range were 
cautioned to verify each other’s sights. Tuese records proved of 
great use t» us, although their efficiency was somewhat impaired 
by the changes made in ammunition and guns. 

My greatest effort was in tue direction ot procuring the great- 
est efficiency 1n work on the targets, and cousequeutly my ais- 
ciplive of the men was most strict at the firing puints. 

Aside from this I did not teel it incumbent on me to enjoin 
silence under the awnings, nor did I think it necessary to piace 
my men in line, and at shoulder arms, to please the fastidious 
uotions of those self constituted critics, whose pretensions far 
vutstrip their knowledge. 

The only difficulties in the way of prompt attention to orders 
grew out of the great time required in the preparation of amimu- 
nition for use each day, and the great want of proper loading 
tools for each man. My instructions to my adjutant were to 
handie the men with turbearance and discretion, as most con- 
ducive to obtaining best results. His and my own constant care 
was to secure their greatest comfort and promote their greatest 
efficiency. I heard no complaints, and know of no cause for 
any. 


Ammunition— What} Was Used, and What Should be Used, in a 
Military Match. 
My experience in this match has satisfied me that the ammu- 
nition to be used in military matches should be carefully loaded, 
if possible, under the eye of the captain, by experts who are 
skillful in the work, and that no man, after becoming a member 
of a team, should be permitted to fire a rouud of ammunition 
loaded by himself. 
The uncertainty of what guns would be adopted for use in this 
match, and their late procurement by members of team, and the 
failure ot the compauies to supply what was necessary, either in 
a fixed shape, or the materials for loading the same, eutailed 
upon us all of the uncertainties incident to this state uf thiugs. 
I was obliged to allow each member to load bis own ammuui- 
tion, but I charged him to make no useless or hazardous experi- 
ments. I gave him such directions as I knew to be best by long 
experience, and so tar as possible provided him with wadding im- 
ported by myself some years since, and the same as used by the 
British team. I procured the best Jubricants obtaivable, and 
also procured materials and bad lubricaut made. I supplied my 
team with tools and implements to facilitate their louadiug. I 
found, however, a most reprehensible disposition to depart trom 
my instructions, which can only be partially excused by the 
prompting motive. Each man was exceeding!y anxious to secure 
any and all advantages over his fellows in their struggie to 
obtain a place on the shooting twelve. I found in one instance, 
which will serve as an example, that six or eight of the men had 
taken the recommendation of a member of known experience, 
and had been using for a week tue compositiun known as the 
Bracket powder (a preparation of nitro-glycerine and some other 
bst ), placing from four to eight grains in bottum of shell, 





the difficulties, but will only say thatif the proper rep 
tion can secured, the appointment system would result in 
good in many directions. It would secure a more thorough sub- 
ordination to its officers, and the best and most efficient men for 
the team. The appointment system would result in good in 
many directions, and this should commence with the appoint- 
ment of the captain and his adjutant. I am fully convinced that 
the captain should be entirely relieved of the most unpleasant 
duty of selecting any portion of tne shooting twelve. His work 
should commence after his adjutant and the team had been 
selected, atter which he should have supreme contr >], with power 
to displace any ber, for what to him might appear su‘ficient 
cause, in favor of one of the reserve. He should also have the 
power of dismissal in cases of insubordination or neglect of disci- 
pline. 





Selection of Arms te be used in Match, 
I cannot help expressing my regret that it could not have been 
found feasible to sooner appuint the committee, of which I had 
the honor of being a member for the recommendation and selec- 
tion of arms to be used in this match. 
Iam not prepared to say that it would have facilitated the 
earlier production of the arms. It is certain that the committee 
was appointed too late, and that the production of the arm was 
so delayed that the competitors who shot for places on team 
were either obliged to use old and obsolete arins or shoot with 
new guns, which they had never seen before, and even of these 
only a few were available at this time. The new guns were 
ceming in for some time after the team had been selected. And 
as the old guas were considered inferior, it was thought expedi- 
ent toallow members to use the new guns outside of regular 
competitions. 
Bat I most emphatically, in all cases, charged each man in such 
cases to “ Hold his grip on the ol 4 gun.”’ Anc when I discovered 
that he was not doing well with the new one I immediately set 
him back to his old one. 
I found that with one exception that the Bochardts brought for- 
ward for the match were chambered for the short shell. I caused 
these to be rechambered for a longer shell, in order to take the 
full charge and seat the bullet 3-10 of aninch. This was done 
with good results.

under the black powder, in order as they declared to clean their 
uns. 
. This wa: destructive of even shooting, and further it vitiated 
all previous records of elevations. I learned of this by accident, 
and stopped it at once,and by severe censure caused them to 
adopt the system at all times recommended by myself. 
We found a radical defect in the shell for new guns; they were too 
long and too large; they required reducing after each discharge, 
and the tools for doing this were defective, causing the bullet to 
be seated crooked. I at last obtained one smali toni, and this had 
to serve for all the men; I sent the remainder to a gunsmith, but 
he could not improve them. Tuis want of tools kept the men 
up as jate as midnight reloading their ammunition, aud often 
delayed work in the morning, the shells being too long necessi- 
tated the using of too much powder or else the filling up with 
too much wadding. The experiments made with these shells at 
the factories were fallacious, as the excess of lubricant used has 
been discarded long ago by all experts. 
The patching of bullet was detective for dirty shooting on ac- 
count of being so thin and delicate that the powder crust if not 
fully saturated with moisture by breathing in barrel would 
scrape it off, or if bullet was allowed to remuin in barrel for a few 
secouds betore firing the paper would become saturated and 
pulpy, and in this case would become displaced and preduce bad 
results, besides leading of the guo. I prepared a preparation, of 
which vaseline was the base, which remedied the last difficult¥i 
We needed a thicker patched bullet, but time would noc permit 
of any change. 


Morale of Team, and its Effect on the Discipline of Team. 


At no time, even when the outlook was most discouraging, did 
any of the members ot the team show any demoralization; on 
the contrary, they one and all showed a cheertul alacrity and & 
grim determination to “shoot forall they were worth.” I am 
proud to say thia for them, as the comments of the press were 
most discouraging—the reporters viemug with each other in 
laudation of our opponents, which we thought to be quite 
proper, as we adm: their skill ourselves; but surely it was not 
necessary to deprecate and decry the earnest efforts of our tean, 
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I am, sir, very scqpectiudy, 
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when they were fighting an up hill battle under insuperable j that neither will be necessary, but it would not be wise to shut} do them hcnor, and all sat down to a good 


difficulties, and thie for the honor of our National Guard. 


Comparison of Arms used by each Team. 

The arms used by the British Team were undoubtedly superior 
to ours in many particulars, They are the product of the keenest 
rivairy between several prominent British makers, backed by 
capital aud scientific talent stimulated by the expectation that 
such arm as may prove best will be the one adopted to replace 
the present service arms—the Suyder and the Henry-Martini— 
neither of which are popular with the soldiers or officers, 

Our guns were extemporized in haste for the occasion, and it 
would be almo~t « miracle if at so short notice onr makers had 
succeeded in producing a gun fully equal to the British arm. 

But our makers are second to none in the world, aud, given 
the time and the y ind ts, no one can doubt their 
ability to produce a military, as they have a sporting or long 
range arm, which will be superior to any in the world, 

The present gun used in the team I feel assured will, with 
some slight changes, which I have indicated, prove equal to the 
British; it may prove superior. 


Positions in?Firing. 
a wish to earnestly recommend the following positions in 
ng: 

At 200 yards, the left hand should be placed in the military 
position, and if it is shoved out or extended rather farther on the 
barrel than is required in this position, it will be found an ad- 
vantage. The rixbt shoulder should be thrown back and the 
body rest equarely on both teet, which should be about fiiteen 
inches apart, and in a natural and unconstrained position. 

In the prone pvsition the hand should grasp the barrel in front 
of action, the budy and legs should lie obliquely to the left, and 
the right shoulder should be somewhat withdrawn, as in this 
Position the recoil is much less severe than when taken squarely 
on the shoulder. For the long ranges there can be no doubt but 
the back position is incomparably the best, for, except that 
the sight may not be quite so clear, all other considerations point 
to this position as the proper one for the skirmish line or for the 
long range expert. 

And now that the wind guage has been adopted and issued to 
the British troops, we shall again return to its use in all matches 
and consexuently use the V sight, which will facilitate the seeing 
more easily in the back position. 


Military Shooting, Compared with Small Bore. or what has been 
hitherto Classed as Long Range Work. 

I think that I may safely say that a good self-reliant military 
shot can soon become a good long range or smal] bore sbot. But 
the reverse of this is not so apparent. 

The acquirement of a steady proficiency as 4 military shot en- 
tails so many radical conditions that the smail bore expert will 
find much experience needed before he can take up the militery 
arm with the comparative certainty with which he uses his favor- 
ite weapon. 

Hence the difficulty of recruiting the ranks of our military 
marksmen from our lung range experts. 

I will not deny that long range practice will undoubtedly be a 
considerable help in promoting the efficiency of the military man, 
as he will besharper to detect changes ot light and slight fluctu 
ations of wind, the effects of which are more easily appreciated 
on the fine gun. 

My experience is that the long range expert, if purely such, 
can not be an efiicient coach. Nor dolIthink that coaching a 
military team, with its present sights,can be done with any 
marked success. I satisfied myself of this in the last match, and 
only went through the motions to satisfy the public and prevent 
strictures from the Press. 

The leader of the British Team told me on several occasions 
that hedeemed it impossible to coach a military team, and that 
he only cautioned bis men occasionally as to radical changes. 
This was all my coaches could do, and if more was attempted it 
only confused the men. 

The last man in asquad can be of assistance in putting the 
leading man of the succeeding squad on the target, and where 
two shoot in squads, they will soon become used to each other's 
methods and sighting, andcan be of much mutual assistence. 
Men should be squadded, with a view to their most harmonious 
action, and this invulves several considerations, 

Long range, small bore work is of incalculable advantage in 
bringiug out and developing the capacity of the arm, an‘! direct- 
ing attention tosil matters of improvemant in military arms. 
Aud all such improvements has been worked out and determined 
solely by small bore work, with fine orthoptic, Vernier sights. 

It is exceedingly interesting to trace the history of small bore 
shooting, irom the first successful experiments of an English offi- 
cer, General Jacobs, in India, down to Whitworth, Rigby and 
Metford, and more recently by our own great makers since 
1870; and to notice how steadily the improvements in the purely 
militsry gun has kept pace with thesmall bore. And in this con- 
nection, I will repeat what Ihave said before your honorable 
Board on previous occasions, that long range, small bure shoot- 
ing is the corn.r-stone of all shooting. It should never be allowea 
to languish, as when an interest in this acquirement ceases all 
shovting will depreciate. 


What Our Experience in this Match Indicates, and what Our Ne- 
cessi ies Require in the Coming Match. 

Our experience in this match has demonstrated two things be- 
yondadoubt. One is that our present gun is defective in some 
important particulars, and the other that our best military shots 
need much more experience at the long ranges. The matter at 
this time needing most prompt attention is that of procuring an 
arm, either by some modifications of the present one, or a new 
one, which, from careful experiments and comparison, with fine 
sights, will show itself equal at least to the English gun, and now 
that we have their guns, this comparison can be easily made. I: 
our makers can not produce such a gun at short notice, then it 
becomes a questiun as to whetber it may not be expedient to pro- 
cure guns from abroad to use, until such time as our makers can 
Produce an arm which will be equal to the British. This, I ac- 
knewledge, would be humiliating, but better so than to attempt 
to repeat our past costly experiment, and subject our team and 
its officers, and through them the National Guard, to defeat as a 
oregone conclusion. 

The arm must be procured at once, or with the least possible 
delay, and placed in the hands of competent men, and work com- 
menced at once and carried through the winter at Creedmoor 
and other convenient ranges where suitable shelter and fire can 
be afforded. When you consider that the match comes off irt the 
middle of July, you will see that, as outdoor practice commences 
about the 25th of April to lst of May, there would be only at best 
about six weeks for practice in the spring before sailing. The 
team must be selected, or at least put in shape for selection, this 
fall, or we shall be in no condition. 

The above matters should be carefully considered, and if what 
is suggested is impracticable, then it is well to discuss the only 
alternative, which would be the opening of negotiations with the 
British Association looking to the postponement of this match 
for one year. I think that a frank and fair statement being made 
as to what may prove to be insurmountable difficulties to send- 
jug a team next year would receive courteous attention. 

If this was done and the public given to understand the matter 
fully, am of tha opinion that it would uot lose interest in the 
match, as the constant practice for this purpose would keep up 
the public interest. 

And if this could be accompli+hed, I have no doubt but that by 
July, 1884, we would be fully able to place ourselves on an equal 
footing with our opponents. You are, Mowever, to judge of this 
matter, and in your collective capacity arrive at a proper con- 

usion, 

_ I make this suggestion with a full know!edge of the very grave 

importance of the subject in an international point of view, and 

With a feeling that our pledge for a return match next year must 
fulfilled, unless Great Britain freely accedes to our request. 

Is it wise under any circumstances to ask this concession? If 
we can procure proper guns, either through alterations in the 
Remington Row out or can procure other guaos at short notice, 
we can do much earnest work this fall and winter, and I have no 
doubt arrive at a very fair proficiency before sailing next year; 

but I repeat again that it mainly depends on our being abie to 
Procure the guns; and of the two dilemmas, viz., going abroad to 
Procure the guns or asking them to defer the match for a year, I 
mustsayI much prefer the last,as half the eclat of wiuning 
would be lostif we had to go to them for guns. I earnestly hope 





our eyes to what may become inevitable. 
If the match must be shot next year. then our duty is plain. 
Shut out all speculations as to chances and by hard work goin to 
win. It we spare no effort, then if defeated again, it will bring 
no disgrace, but only intensify our determination. 
In any event, it is absolutely n y to p d at once to 
appoint acommittee for procurement of guns, another for the 
i rocuretnent of necessary fands; and if the appointmentof the 
officers of the coming team was made at once it would ensure 
promptness and despatch in many matters of importance, as 
there is an absolute necessity that much experimental work 
should be done at once in order to be able to decide on the arm 
tc be used, 
alf this is left to the factories, I fear that we sball bein the 
a*me shape next year asin this, and I hope we sball not bave a 
pecurrence of this experience. 


Observations on Conditions ad oe and its Effects on Days of 
a 





The weather conditions on days of match were of such an unt- 
sual character as to render useless all experience had by my team 
on apy previous days of practice since the assemblage of the team 
for competitions. In tact it was such an experience as is rarely 
met with by the oldest habitues of Creedmoor. Ifthe days of the 
match had been of the general character of our practice days, we 
would have been beaten; yet I feel warranted in saying we should 
have reduced the lead of the British Team at least 100 points. 
The conditions, although not conducive to high scores for our 
opponents, yet were such as favored them as regards winds most 
prevalent at Wimbledon. Their greater experience alao enabled 
them to combat i's difficulties with greater success than could 
be expected from my team. 

On Thursday, September 14, the first day of the match, the 
wind was strong and gusty, the dial marking V.to VII. The 
light was bright and sky clear.

had shifted to the opposite quarter, and instead of the rear fish 


from the northwest X. to XI. o’clock; day fair, with dark masses 
of clouds flitting across the sky. producing sudden changes of 
light, one of the most perplexing of the many chauges which 
riflemen have to encounter, the wind gradually slackening at the 
last range. 

In bringing this report to aclose,I can only add that,so far 
as your honorable body is concerned, if securing a match 
with the British Volunteers was your only object, then you have 
been successful; but if the efficiency of the National Guard as 
against the Volunteers of Great Britain was to be the test, then 
this match is worthless, as tne arms used are much too costiy, 
and 1m some respects wholly unfit for rough military usage; 
they are in every sense long range emall bores, except in sights 
On the side of the British these fine guns were used by long 
range experts of ten to twenty years experience. I have tested 
one of those guns since the match, and they are equally fine. I 
can pronounce it equal to our fine long range guns jor ac- 
curacy. 

Had this match been with service guns, and at military dis- 
tances—say up to 600 yards—the chances of our winning would 
uave been most favorable, and such a match would have deter- 
mined the comparative merits of the guns in practical use in the 
two countries, as well as the skill of each in their use. But the 
past match bas only proved that the British, having, by an ex- 
penditure of time and money, produced a long range gun fora 
special purpose, have also educated a class of men to use them 
im matches which are of much of the same character as other 
small bore contests, the men being equally expert in each, 
while our weakness is the result of a total neglect of all of the 
eesentials necessary to a contest of this special character. But 
such a match of a purely military character could not be ar- 
ranged, and consequently you had no choice. 

It was a match in which the British was to have carte blanche 
as to conditions or no match at all. Under these circumstauces, 
I think it was wise to have the match, andit is our duty to see 
to it that no exertion is spared to supply our deficiencies both as 
to guns and the experience to use them at long range, as it is evi- 
dent that all future matches will now be determined at the longer 
distances. 

I have thought it unnecessary to report scores in detail, or to re- 
mark on individual efforts, for the reason that all such matters hay- 
ing been reported most fully in the daily papers, would seem to ren- 
der this of po interest. This report could not be property closed 
withont a hearty recognition of the services of several gentlemen, 
and also of my adjutant, Chas. F. Rollins. I can only say ot him 
that my intimate acquaintance with the man and my apprecia- 
tion of his executive abilities has been fully sustained by his ser- 
vices in the late match. He has devoted the last six weeks en- 
tirely to this task,and has been a most able, painstaking and 
effigient officer. 

I wish to tender the thanks of myself and team to Mesers. 
Rathbone, De Forest, and Dudley, for their earnest endeavor to 
promote the efficiency of the team. Their task, which proved a 
most perplexing one, was continued at my request, with a hope 
to bring something out of it at last, but it proved a hopeless task 
to attempt to coach a military team, on any pian applicable to 
former long range contests. Had the wind gauge been allowed 
they could have made their experience available. 

I beg to apologise for this lengthy and somewhat discursive 
report. I felt that the dry statistics properly pertaining to a 
paper of this character would be of little interest to your honor- 
able body or to the public.

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A Frenon writer of considerable talent and expe- 
rience, writing on the subject of the mobilization of 
the English army, throws a stone at officers told off to 
follow the operations of foreign armies. Thus he says 
that in 1863, during the war between tbe Germans and 
Danes, the French officers with the invading force gave 
it as their opinion that the soldiers composing the Prus- 
sian army were too young, and were worth little more 
as regards solidity than their own National Guard, and 
they found the breech-loader too complicated and too 
delicate for hard and continuous work. Upon these 
reports, says M. de Clarigny, the French Administra- 
tion went to sleep, until it was aroused by Sadowa. 
According to the same writer, Europe has made a simi- 
Jar blunder with regard to England, by supposing that 
she was not a military power. Every one thought that 
England, aware of her weakness, sought the alliance of 
France, so that she might have to furnish only ships, 
and pot soldiers. Prince Bismarck thought that, by 
depriving England of French aid, be would reduce her 
to inaction. The landing of the English army in Egypt 
showed how much Prince Bismarck and the diplomat- 
ists were mistaken. ‘‘ All the details of the expedi- 
tion,” continues the French writer, ‘‘have been fol- 
lowed from the commencement with the greatest atten- 
tion by the German authorities, and the Prussian 
military journals and reviews now render justice to the 
skill, activity, and energy displayed by the British Ad- 
ministration. What is deeply humiliating to our pa- 
triotism is the comparison which military writers have 
not failed to draw between what England haz done this 
year and what France did last year, when she had to 
organize the Tunisian expedition. It is pointed out 
that France possessed all the advantages of position. 
Tunis is on the borders of Algeria, her great military 
arsenal of Toulon is within five days’ sail of La Gou- 
lette, whereas the English ships had to pass through the 
Straits of Gibraltar, and traverse the entire length of 
the Mediterranean. We are then reminded of the diffi- 
culties which Gen. Farre experienced in organizing his 
expeditiouary corps, which, after great delay, was 
landed in Tunis without tents, provisions, or medical 
stores, ‘‘It was very different with the English,” con- 
cludes M. de Clarigny. ‘* Their troops were dispatched 
to Egvpt with great rapidity, and two hours after land- 
ing they were ready to take the field.” The Adminis- 
tration should take off its hat to the French critic. 

Tux exhibition which has been opened at Trieste con- 
tains a good display of naval architecture, from the 
smallest boat up to the large ironclads of the Austrian 
navy. Some of the models are in sections. The models 
of merchant steamers built by the Austrian Lloyd's, and 
of sailing vessels built by other establishments, are in 
accordance with the most recent improvements as re- 
gards hull, sails and rigging. Not so the ironclads, 
which are mostly obsolete models. 

Preparations have been made for proceeding with 
the construction on the slip formerly occupied by the 
Colossus of a vessel to be named the Camperdown, the 
first estimate of the cost amounting to upwards of £500,- 
000. Many of the details still remain open for further 
consideration, but as at present arranged, she will carry 
four 60-ton breech-loading guns, besides machine guns 
and torpedoes. 

Tue Lords of the Admiralty have ordered an import- 
ant alteration to be made 1n the double-screw iron ar- 
mor plated turret ships Agamemmon and Ajaz, 8,492 
tons, 6,000 horse power, at present stationed in the first 
division of the Medway Steam Reserve, which will 
effect a great improvement, and materially increase 
their fighting powers. The trestles in the topmasts of 
the vessels are to be mounted with heavy Nordenfelt 
guns, worked upon a traveller, and for the greater pro- 
tection of the men a circle of Bessemer steel, three-quar- 
ters of an inch in thickness and about three feet high, is 
to be erected round the guns. The steel is to be bullet 
proof. The Ajaz and Agamemnon are being brought 
forward for commission, and are expected to be ready 
in the course of a few weeks to hoist the pennant. In 
the event of an emergency arising they can be despatch- 
ed to sea at once. 

Tue club at Alexandria, or ‘‘Cercle Mehemit Ali,” 
has proved a veritable god-send to many officers of the 
British army and navy. There is a good table d’hote, 
at which many officers breakfast and dine. Abbott’s 
Hotel also is crowded. The markets, generally, were 
well supplied, too well, with melons aud other tempting 
but always wholesome fruits. 

Drawines have been sealed to govern the future 
manufacture of 80-ton rifled M. L. guns - Mark I of 16 
in. calibre. The gun ls composed of seven distinct 
portions, the materials employed being toughened steel, 
coiled and forged wrought iron. The average weight 
is eighty tons, length 29 feet 9 in., length of bore 24 ft., 
calibre 16 in. The chamber is 17 in. in diameter, and 
59.6 in. long (to base of projectile), giving a cubic ca- 
pacity of 14,600 cubicinches. The rifling is polygroove 
(plain section), the twist increasing from 0 tol in 50 
calibres, the length of rifling 227.4 in. There are thir- 
ty-three grooves. The vent is axial, being bored 
through the centre of a forged wrought iron cascable; 
it is removable, prepared for gas sealing tubes, and pro- 
vided with asafety shutter. The projectile is prevent- 
ed from entering into the chamber by projections on the 
gas check: a fixed ‘‘air space” is secured for the 
charge by the same arrangement. The vent consists of 
asteel bolt containing the vent channel, one end is 
mushroom-shaped, the other is fitted with a cross. 
handled removable head, which is prepared to receive 
the vent sealing tube either electric or frictional. The 
shutter is employed for two purposes, viz., to guard 
against accidents arising from defective tubes, and sec- 
ondly for security in case the head of the vent should 
not be properly screwed up. No sights will be issued 
for these pieces for sea service, as the guns are mount- 
ed in turrets. 

A compound plate by. Mesars. Ogmmell, of. Sheffield, 
was tested aboard the Wettle, in Portsmouth Harbor, 





availed themselves of the permission, granted by signal 
on the previous day, to be present at the experiment. 
Three rounds were fired from a 17-inch gun, witha 
charge of 12 pounds, at a distance of 30 feet. The plate 
was 6 by 8 feet, and varied in thickness from 5} inches 
to 43 inches, being curved towards the upper and lower 
edges. The first and second rounds were directed at 
the thickest part of the plate, and the third at a spot 
where the thickness was 5 inches. The results proved 
that the plate was of first-rate quality. 1n each instance 
a deep annular fissure was formed round the point of 
impact, the head of the Palliser projectile penetrating 
some three inches, remaining inbedded in the plate, 
while the rear part flew into pieces. Some few ‘hair 
lines ” were noticeable, extending in various directions; 
but there was no indication of ‘ starring,” the effect of 
each blow being singularly local in character. ‘‘The en- 
ergy perinch of shot’s circumference” was about 48 
tons, or more than sufficient to have completely perfor- 
ated a wrought-iron plate of the same thickness. 


Tue average tonnage of vessels launched on the 
Clyde in 1879 was less than a thousand tons, and on the 
Wear and Tees it was 1200 to 1400. In 1880 it was 
1100 on the Clyde and 1500 on the Wear, and in 1881 
the tonnage on the Clyde was 1300 and 1700 on the 
Wear and Tees. These figures are the average of all 
the vessels built during the year. The rapid increase 
shows how great the demand was for large vessels. 
Another indication that large tonnages are expected in 
the future is found in the fact that the new docks un- 
der construction upon the Thames are to have thirty 
feet of water and upward upon the sills of the gates. 
Vessels would be made even deeper and larger if the 
depth of water in the Atlantic ports did not Jimit them. 
Some builders think that from 30 to 36 feet would be 
an economical draft if harbors could be found for such 
deep ships. 

Tue Egyptian war is lightly treated by some of the 
London journals, notably 7’rut/, which ridicules alike 
the despatches of General Wolseley and of the profes- 
sional correspondents. The general’s reports were 
called ‘‘ sentimental twaddle” and attention is called to 
his account of aun engagement in which there was 
‘© heavy firing for several hours,” the troops ‘* behaving 
aimirably under a hail of bullets”—and the result was 
one man killed and twelve wounded. 








KEELHAULING—ATROCIOUS PUNISHMENT, 


Ix consequence of allegations made in the English news- 
papers as tothe torture of Egyptian prisoners, Sir E. Ma 
let has made poaeieian upcn the subject. The Khedive, 
on being applied to, said the statements were unfounded, 
but he admitted that a case of thumbscrewing had been 
reported, and that two native porters had been keel 
hauled, in accordance with the sentence of a court- 
martial, for attempting to murder a companion with 
whom they had quarrelled over the distribution of loot. 
The correspondent of the Morning Advertiser, who wit- 
nessed the process of keelhauling, which was carried 
out on board the Mehemet Ali, gives the following 
account of it. He, however, says that the victims were 
two sailors. The men were brought on deck atncon, and 
their sentence was read out before the assembled crew. 
The tackle, consisting of two ropes running from lead- 
ing blocks made fast to the mainstay, and passed under 
the keel of the ship, was prepared and attached to the 
culprits’ bodies. The crew were then divided, half of 
them put to each rope, and the two wretches, being led 
to the side, were shoved overboard. They both 
screamed as they fell in the water, and as the distance 
from the gangway to the surface was quite fourteen 
feet, they must have been more or less hurt. But this 
was only the beginning of their miseries. The men on 
one side hauled taut the rope underneath the ship, and 
then the order to ‘‘ walk away” was given. The band 
played a solemn tune, something like the ‘‘ Carnival of 
Venice” in movement, except the time was changed, 
and stamp, stamp, stamp went the men. We saw the 
two wretches go under, and the only movement was the 
ropes going through their blocks, one side paying out, 
the other coming in, but slowly. We had no measure- 
ment of the ship, but asthe rope acted directly—that 
is, there were no moving blocks—the distance around 
the bottom was exactly that covered by the men as they 
walked the deck drawing the rope behind them. Thus 
we were able to make some estimate of the distance, 
and we calculated it at fifty feet from surface to surface. 
Presently the two victims appeared on the other side. 
They were hauled quite out of the water, anc the rope 
by which they were hoisted was made fast and coiled 
up ready to pay out again. An officer—probably a 
doctor—went down and exarained them. . The one upon 
whom the strain of the rope had fallen was apparently 
lifeless. His face was turned toward us; it was bleed- 
ing and torn; his clothes were hanging in shreds, and 
his hands were dripping with blood. His eyes were 
open, but seemed to be filled with blood. The ship’s 
bottom, covered with barnacles, rasped upon the poor 
devils like nails. The other man seemed to be con- 
scious. His back, as he hung in the air, was towards 
us, but he moved his head, we thought, and apparently 
to ~ beg mercy. Evidently the officer reported them 
still alive, for when he had come on deck again the two 
men were lowered into the water, and the crew man- 
ning the rope that led up from the other side marched 
away with it, and once more the victims disappeared. 
From the time they went under the surface of the water 
until they reappeared on the other side of the ship was

WIRE-DRAWN GUNS. 


Brrore the British Association, Section G, Sir 
Wm. Armstrong read a valuable paper on the treat- 
ment of steel for the construction of ordnance and.other, 


purposes. Of wire-drawa guns he said: | 

But much as steel gains in strength by the process. of) 
rolling, it gains still more by that of wire-drawipg. No 
form of steel is comparable, in respect'of strength and 
toughness, to that which has been drawn into the form 
of wire or riband ; and in the case of its application in 
that form to the strengthening of a cylinder. it lias the 
additional advantage of admitting of being laid on with, 
a more favorable adjustment of tension than is prac- 
ticable with a solid hoop of considerable thickness. 
But even with wire, the best tensonial condition for 
giving strength to a cylinder can only be approximately 
attained, owing to the fact, which is commonly’ over- 
looked, that in bending a wire over a cylinder it is im- 
poesible to give the proper degree of stretch to both 
of its sides. The outer side, having a larger dircle to 
describe, must necessarily undergo greater elongation 
than the inside; and, in fact, unless the wire be laid on 
at a far higher strain than would be n or bene- 
ficial in the case of rings, the inside, acting as a fulerum 
to stretch the outside, will assume a state of compres- 
sion, which can only be taken off by expanding the 
cylinder after the wire has been laidon. The thinner 
the wire the less will this disadvantage be felt; and for 
this reason a given area of section is much better in the 
flat, or ribbon form, than either round or. square. Great 
additional strength is given to steel wire by tempering 
in manufacture, and the highest is attained by 
passing the wire through the die as a final ration 
after the tempering process. The effect of this treat- 
ment is to put a very hard skin upon the wire, which, 
though greatly adding to the strength, is unfavorable 
for bending, and a very slight injury to. the surface 
greatly couduces to fracture. Ductility is-of para- 
mount importance in wire that has to be rolled at a high 
tension on a cylinder, and, for this reason, wire tem- 
pered after instead of before finishing, is safer, though 
not so strong. If the wire be thick, judicious ‘anneal- 
ing, though it lessens the ultimate strain which the wire 
will bear, raises in a very marked d the limit of 
elasticity. I have found that steel wire of about 0.2in. 
thick, of great ultimate strength, began to stretch per- 
manently at a tension as low as 25 tons per square inch, 
while after being properly annealed it would bear 35 
tons before permanent movement. The explanation of 
this curious fact is probably to be found in the removal 
by the annealing process of the contending state of 
tension produced by: the drawing or tempering on the 
inner and outer portions of the wire. This view’ is 
enforeed by the fact that when the thickness of the 
riband was reduced to somewhat less than half, this 
advan of the annealing process almost wholly dis- 
appeared, and the wire was simply softened or rendered 
more ductile. Castings of steel unhammered are im- 
proved by being tempered in oil in much the same 
degree as the forged material. Test pieces from a cast 
trunnion of steel gave the follewing results: Before 
tempering the elastic limit was 16 tons, breaking load, 
27.8 tons, elongation in 2in., 7.5 per cent. After tem- 
pering, E. L., 25 tons; B. W., 37.7 tons;-Ex., 12.5 
per cent; showing a great improvement under every 
head. The quantity of combined carbon contained in 
this specimen was 0 36 per cent. 

The objection to the use of cast steel in the unbam- 
mered form is that it is liable to unsoundness from air 
bubbles. This [ think ought not to exclude its use for 
trunnion rings, which, from. their peculiar form, can 
only be very imperfectly forged. The unsoundness 
from this cause would be greatly mitigated by casting 
under pressure, as advocated by Sir Jos. Whitworth. 
There 1s much less sacrifice of ductility or toughness 
when increase of strength is obtained by tempering than 
by increase of carbon; and, in fact, the advantage of 
tempering in oil is so apparent, both in the case of steel 
castings and of steel which has been either rolled or 
forged, that there is strong inducement for engineers to 
avail themselves of the process for increasing the effi- 
ciency of the material in nearly all its app The 
saving of the weight of material necessary for a given 
purpose would amply repay the cost of the tempering, 
and in the case of bridges of great span, where the 
strains are chiefly due to the weight of the structure 
independent of its load, the economy would be 
far more thao proportionate to the increase of tensile 
strength in the material. 

My experiments are not sufficiently extended to en- 
able me to speak definitely as to the best t of 
combined carbon for seek, to which the tem pro- 
cess is to be applied, but excellent results can be ob- 
tained with steel containing 0.35 per cent. carbon. If 
the masses to be dealt with are thin, less will suffice, 





and if thick more will be required, but it is quite possi- 
ble that the mode of applying the oil in the temperin 
process might be im so as to render it more effi- 
cacious where the bulk of the steel is large. . :
